DI^STITUTION IN BUU'FALO. 

Almost Five Hundred More Fainiiies Being 
Cared for Than .it Tl?i3 Time 
Last Year. 

Buffalo, N.Y., Deo. 18.— More than 
200 deatituto Poles thronged about the 

entruiicc of the olRtio of the overseer of 
the i)Oor yosterday.

WKSTMiNSTKn, Dec. 18.— The address 
presented to the Hon. the Minister of 

JIarino and Fisheries on the occasion of 
his recent vissit to Now Westminster, 
contained among othera the following 
rojirusentationa ; 

" One of the greatest sotircea of wealtli 
in this district is ttie salmon fishery. 
The regulations which govern salmon 
lishing on the Fraser river have occu- 
pied a large share of the board's atten- 
tion for many years. Those regnlationa 
have often been most unButisfactory, but 
they have hitely been considerably "modi- 
fied and much improved. The "regula- 
tions governing sturgeon tialiing have 
never been Batisfuctory, and htivo til- 
ways been sucli aa to prevent the taking 
of sturgeon in large quantities. Tlie 
Hturgeon of tlio fVaeer river are of a 
superior quality, and ought to be a 
source of considerable wealtii to the 
country, but tlie restrictions inipo.sed by 
the department liiivo jireventud tbe de- 
velopment of this induatiy. 
. "Tlie board does not propose to enter 
Into particulars respecting theohjeiotioa- 
able featurea of the fishery reBulations. 
Ithaa alretidy repeatedly recommended 
tne appointment of local lisliery coin- 
ipissionera, for the purpose of obtaining 
reliable information and making intel- 
ligent suggestions respecting these mat- 
ters, and it now re-atlirins its belief that 
such a course ought to be adopted. Ex- 
jjerience has shown clearly that there are 
lociil conditions peculiar to our lish- 
eriea, and that a knowledge of those can 
bo gained only by continuous critical ob- 
servation on the ground. If competent 
men were apnointtd to gather informa- 
tion from every available source, and 
have it sifted by thorough local discus- 
sion aud investigation, your department 
would be relieved from tbe confusion of 
any conflicting recommendations, and 
the way would be opened up for a bettor 
understanding of the measures required 
for the protection and development of 
the fisheries of this ooantrv. 

The board desires to call your atten- 
tion to tlio importance of htiviiig the 
oliannel of the North Arm of the Fraser 
river more efticiently marked out. The 
channel ia very mnch used by vessels of 
light draught and by tuga towing scows 
and booms. There were at least eleven 
ateamera i)lying there last summer. The 
channel has been marked hitherto by 
jiilea driven in tlio river. When these 
remain in place, they aro a serious 
obstruction to navigation, especially 
to rafts, and are very destruc- 
tive to salmon nets during the 
lishing season. They freijueutly work 
out of the ground and disappear, leaving 
the channel unmarked, and the cost ot 
replacing a single pile is considerable. 
The board is advised by those whose 
ojnnion should be regarded in such 
matters, that this channel should be 
marked by spar buoys, so arranged that 
nuts and rafts could pass over tlieui with- 
out injury to ei titer. Canoe I'ass, another 
branch of the l-'raaer, is much used by 
small vessels, and ought to be marked 
by iirojior buoys. 

"Tlie board also recommends that ;i 
second light be placed at the entrance 
of the main channel of the Fraaor river. 
The present lighthouse is about two 
miles from the ship channel, and it ia of 
'very little assisiance to vessels attenipt- 
iiig to enu^r the river iii night, ll a 
colored light were ijlaced at or near 
Garry Buah, pilots would be al)le to take 
correct hearings by tbe two lights, and 
such a light would also be of great ser- 
vice to the fishermen who in large num- 
bers, fish on the sand-heada during tlie 
night, With only one light, as at pre- 
sent situated, vessels are unable to en- 
ter the river at all after niglitltill. The 
boartl reconimeiuls also that some lights 
bo provided for tlie coast north of iiur- 
rard inlet. There are at jirusent no 
lights north of Point Atkinson, while 
the trallic of that n^gion is rapidly in- 
creasing on account ut the lishing, lum- 
bering and mining ilevelopnients. 

" The board would be exceedingly glad 
if you could Iind it convenient to visit 
Fraser river during the sumnier season, 
when salmon fishing and canning are in 
full blast. You would then be better 
able to realise, by personal observation, 
the magnitude and importance of the 
lishing industry." 

"It has been announced that the 
Board of International Commissioners 
has agreed upon a report to the govern- 
ments of Canada and the United States. 
Without presuming to anticipate this 
report, this Board begs to express the 
hope that your government will see 
that the interests of.tliu lishing in- 
dustry on the I''ra8er river aro fully 

Crotected in any agreement that may 
e arrived at, so that our fisher- 
men may be placed on a footing aa 
favorable, at least, as those who pursue 
the same industry on the Anieiiean side, 
and that mutual regulations may be 
adopted for the protection of our salmon 
supply. 

" Tiie board is glad to learn that ad- 
ditional hatcheriea are to be erected in 
the province. L5y the aid of these and a 
more syatematic and thorough effort to 
gain information respecting the primary 
or natural conditions attending the re- 
cuperative power of our salmon fisheries 
there is reason to look for increased and

Madrid, Dec. 18.— If nothing decisive 
occurs in Cuba by the middle of January 
Premier Canovas most likely will recall 
Weyler and appoint in his place either 
Gen. Blarin or Sonor de Azcarraga, the 
minister of war, and then change liis 
policy in Cuba with a view of coming to 
an understanding with the United States 
government before the closa of Cleve- 
land's term of oflSce. 

The queen regent would welcome an 
honorable solution of the problem com- 
patible with Spain's rights in Cuba in 
order to avert a conllict or even a misun- 
derstanding with tbe United States. 
Therefore, I'remi ;r Canovas may bo 
spurred up to changing his policy, espec- 
ially aa he knows the Liberal party is 
willing to take office for that purpose if 
the queen bids it to do so. 

It is an open secret in political, mili- 
tary and diplomatic circles here that 
anyhow Gen. Weyler will only be 
allowed, to remain in Cuba if 
promptly and signally crushes the 
surrection in Ilavana and Pinar del Kio 
provinces and puts a stop to the tbuses, 
corrujition and extravagant waste in tbe 
coinniiasariat and army contracts to 
which the government has called his 
attention sharply. He has been warned 
al '0 that he must satisfy those planters 
who ask to be permitted to resume work 
on sugar and tobacco plantations, and to 
avoid giving grounds by his severity for 
such claims for damages, as not "only 
America, but England, i'ranco and Ger- 
many are pressing. Gen. Weyler seems 
to be aware that he ia losing favor in 
Spain, with the public, with the govern- 
ment, and even more so at court. He is 
trying to create an impression that the 
Spanish parties in Cuba are not so dis- 
satisfied with his military and political 
conduct as are the press and people at 
home. 

Premier Canovas feels bound to per- 
severe in his war and repression policy, 
without making any except oflicial and 
unofficial overtures to the tJnited States 
government so long as General Weyler 
and tbe Spanish parties in Cuba hold 
out a hope of early results from the 
eflects 01 ilaceo's death upon the insur- 
gents. But the patience of the rest of 
the government and the nation is well 
nigh exhausted. 

WASiii.SGroN, Dec. IS.— The Post to- 
morrow will say : The secretary of state 
has cautioned the members ot the com- 
mittee on foreign relations to zo very 
slowly in regard to the Guban question. 
Tiie secretary of state urgently recotn- 
mends that all action be postponed in 
congress until the end of the present 
caiupaign, when, if the Spaniards are 
not succL'ssful, he believes, as recom- 
mended in the President's messatre, that 
some form of intervention wiU be ap- 
plied by the United States. 

Key Wust, Dec. 18. — Passengers from 
Cuba last night report that Gen. Pratt 
wired Gen. Weyler from the province of 
Matanzaa that he had an engagement 
with Antonio Maceo's forces, led by Ma- 
ceo himself, and upon the receipt of the 
telegram the festivities in progress in 
Ilavana to colebrate the death qf Maceo 
were ordered stopped. The passengers 
further Stated that a newspaper reporter 
wdio went to Punta Brava had an inter- 
view with the insurgent chief, Balde- 
mero Acosta, who told him Maceo was at 
tlie bead of bia army and moving towards 
Oriente. lie Stated that he had accom- 
Itanied Maceo to Matanzas, where lie left 
him. Maceo was sufiiering from slight 
wounds. 



Britain's liartliquake Shock Felt 
Everywhere— Windsor C&stle 
Budely Shaken. 

Scientists Hake Ko Explanations— 
Hambarg Strikers Prohibited 
From Patrolling the Port. 



London, Dec. 18. — Yesterday's earth- 
quake shock seems to have been felt in 
greater or leas degree throughout the 
length and breadth of this island, throw- 
ing from his feet the laborer toiling in 
the highway and penetrating in its ef- 
fect to the abode of royalty itself. The 
shock was felt distinctly atWindsor Cas- 
tle, and some of the royal household 
were shaken in their beds. Furniture, 
china and ornaments were rattled in sev- 
eral rooms on the north side of the cas- 
tle, and one oflicial of the castle says 
that the tower literally rocked. This 
sensation was ut first supposed to be due 
to a powder mill explosion. The earth- ■ 
quake was also felt throughout Wales, 
though no actual damage resulted there. 
At Ruthin and the disiricta of the Vale 
of Clywd it is stated that there were six 
shocks lasting together fifteen seconds. 
The driver of a mail train observed 
thunder and lightning accompanying 
the shock. The tremors were distinctly 
noticed on tlio upper lloor of Ituthin 
Castle. 

Telegrams and letters from all parts of 
the districts afl'ected are published in 
the morning papers this naorning, but 
they add little to the previous informa- 
tion as to the eflects of the earthquake. 
The interviews with scientists on the 
subject, of wdiich there are many, also 
throw little further light on the phe- 
nomenon. There are no seismic record- 
ing instruments at Greenwich or in 
places wdiere they Were available yes- 
terday. Such instruments are kept in 
the Catholic observatory at Stonyhurst, 
Lancashire, but no movement was re- 
corded there. 

There is good authority for stating ' 
that the French embassy at London, 
which will shortly be relinquished by 
Baron de Courcel, has been oU'ered to M. 
Ribot, ex-president of the council and 
fonnerly minister of foreign allaira. M. 
Ribot baa not decided yet as to his ac- 
ceptance. 

The Hamburg police have prohibited 
the strikers from patrolling the port. 
Men who had been on strike but are now 
offering to go back to work are being 
rejected, tbe employers having' decided 
not to take any of them tmck until tbe 
strike ia ended. 

The suit brought by Miss Helen Grant, 
of Dundee, against Mr. James A. White, 
of the firm of J. F. White & Co., of New 
York, was called in the Edinburgh court 
sessions to-day and postponed until next 
session. '

Canadian Trained Nurses Ineligible to Work, 
in tbe United States— Must Be Deported. 



U. S. PRISONERS IN CUBA. 

Tliey Have They Say Little to Complain of. 

Ni;w YouK, Dec. 18.— The World to- 
day has a dispatch from Havana from 
its correspondent saying he had secured 

permission from Captain General Wey- 
ley to visit the Competitor prisoners in 
the Cabanas fortress. Each one of the 
six men being asked questions replied 
freely, all agreeing in their opinions. 
Melton said: "Aside from the fact that 
confinement is very irksome, and the 
progress of the legal case againat us alow, 
I do not kiiowthat we have any especial 
grievance. We are treated as well and 
in some respects better than the Spanish 
prisoners. The othcera in charge act 
towards us like gentlemen. They are 
kind, and I am sure aro well disposed 
towards us. The soldiers on guard are 
good natured and notoirensive. There are 
more prisoners to a cell than is agreeable, 
but wegetalongjtencefully iii ourcoiiimon 
iiiiBfortune. The food is not what I 
like; the cooking is dill'ereiit from wdint 
I am accustomed to and I sutler from 
stomach trouble and dyspepsia. We 
got the same food as the other.prisoners, 
i prefer the food we used to get, which 
was the regular army rations of the 
Spanish service. That was good enough. 
The present food comes from the prison 
,at Havana and is not so good." 

WARSHIPS ON THE LAKES. 

Proposal to Abrogate Treaty of 1817. 



— Representa- 
tive Burton, of Oliio, yesterday intro- 
ducid a joint resolution directing the 
President to conduct negotiations witli 
Great Britain to secure, if possible, the 
abrogation of so much of the treatj; of 
1817 as forbids the building of warships 
on the Great Lakes.

TRAIN HELD UP. 

Robbers Board a Train in Missouri and Se- 
cure Watclies and Other 
Booty. 

Skd.vi,i.\, Mo., Dec. IS.— While the 
Jtlissouri, Kansas it Texas Hyer was ap- 
proaching Sedalia at an earl.v hour yes- 
terday morning, three men who had 
boarded the train up the road com- 
menced to rob the pa'seiuigera of tlie 
chair car, relieving theui of 
watches, jewelry and money. A wild 
scene followed, some of the awakened 
passengers making a show of fight and 
tbe woiiien screaming with fright. C. 
A. lloijcwood, of Finnegaii, Ills., who 
lost his watch, grabbed the timepiece 
from one of the robbers and a ecufile en- . 
sued. The other passengers came to 
Hopowood's assistance and the thieves 
fought their way to the platform and 
jumped ofT the train just as it was enter- 
ing the city. They escaped after secur- 
ing thrive gold watchea and a small 
amount of money. Not a sliot was fired 
by the robbers or passengers and the 
thing was over inside of live minutes.

Tlie Stars and Stripes ' Inspire 
Neither Bospect Nor Fear 
Abroad. 



New York, Deo. 18.— The Patriotic 

Leacue of America, whicli has just been 
organized in this city, has isBued tlie fol- 
lowing adiiress to the people of the 
United States : 

" The closing years of the nineteenth 
oentniy are being marked by many 
hopeful indications of a revival of gen- 
nine American fueling. The organiza- 
tion activity of the Sons of tlie Kevolu- 
tion, the Sona of Colonial Wars, and 
similar societies have given moat worthy 
and eflicient eervice in udmoniahing tlio 
dominatiiii; tonduncy of tlio coininercial 
spirit and rekiiulliiig the sontiment of 
patriotism, not only among the people 
of this republic, but of tlie onLire Amer- 
ican continent. 

'• But the nierabersliip of these organ- 
izations being restricted to people of iiar- 
ticnlar classes, must of necessity be lim- 
ited. The exigencies of tlie present de- 
mand the atrenuoua and unselfish exer- 
tions of a society ns broad as the contin- 
ent, and with its doors wide open to all 
patriotic Americans without respect to 
iiu-.e, nationality or religion. A brief 
lefereuce to recent events and present 
conditions give emphatic indorsement to 
this dcunuul. 

" Of recent events mention need not 
be made of the incident of the New Or- 
leans massacre, with tlie tax on Ameri- 
can diplomacy to avoid a conllict with 
Italy; the outrages committed by Eng- 
land on NiearaguiL, In theCorinto all'air, 
which aroused the inclignatiaii and call- 
ed forth the jirotesta of the American 
people; and the war clouds whieli^ less 
than a year ago rose so threateningly 
over the Venezuelan question and were 
cleared away only by the persistent 
maintenance of the Monroe doctrine. 

" Tlie dictates of humanity, and our 
vast interests in Cuba, demand tliat tliis 
government shall extend to that op- 
pressed and ill-governed island the pro- 
tection of the eagle and the shield, and 
command tliat this inhuman war of 
butchery, sjioliation and destruction 
shall stop, and Cuba be left free to culti- 
vate the arts of peace and develop her 
resources, under a government of her 
own clioice and creation. 

" Of present conditions the Cuban 
question is daily assuming more threat- 
ening aspects. The cause of her patriotic 
citizens, struggling through carnage and 
conflagration in the unalterable deter- 
mination to break their yoke of bondage 
or perish to the hist man battling 
heroically to earn for themselves and 
their prosterity the liberty our exiimple 
taught them to covet, appeals most 
powerfully and emphatically to the 
American sense of justice and fair play, 
and cannot much longer appeal in vain, 

" The attitude of ttie iiritisli govern- 
ment furiiishea another of the ()resent 
conditions which Americans cannot con- 
template with indiU'erenco. She has es- 
tablished six powerful naval stations in 
threatening proximity to our I'.astern 
coast. .S lie has built othera at Vancou- 
ver, (iuebee,.St. Johns, Kingston, and 
the Niagara river. These fortifications 
eould not have been designed for defense 
against any Euroi)ean jiower. They are 
a' standing menace to this repulilic, 
and no agreement for the establish- 
ment of a permanent court of ar- 
arbitration should ever be ratified except 
on the condition that all her maritime 
fortifications south of Halifax and those 
along the southern border of Canada 
shall liist lie dismantled and destroyed. 

"Another condition that appeals 
with irresistible force to American pat- 
riotism ia the tact that American citi- 
zens in foreign lands have been compelled 
to fiuU'er the humiliation of appealing 
to Dritisli and other alien consuls for 
protection against threatened vio- 
lence, as their own legation was 
either too weak or loo cowardly to 
protect them. During the massacre at 
Van, our countrymen were compelled to 
seek the protection of the nritiaii consul, 
whO) to assure their safety, hoisted the 
Union Jack above the American mission, 
the Stars and Strinea inspiring neither 
respect nor fear. Only the unceasing 
exertions of 8ir rhillip Currie, the Brit- 
ish ambassador at Constantinople, says 
• the \Vestinin.stor Ciazette, have enabled 
the American missionaries in tlie Otto- 
man empire to jiursne their labors of 
mercy unmolested. 

"The well known jiolicy of this gov- 
ernment to keep at jieace with all the 
world as long as peace can be jiresorved 
without loss 01 honor, will be the policy 
of the league, but it will insist that 
means of securing peace in to bo found 
in the most ample provisions for the 
defence of our coasts, both by sea and 
land, in a liberal policy toward the 
army and navy, in such an adjustment 
of tariir as will furnish ample 
revenue to meet all the expenses 
of the government and encourage domes- 
tic industry by ))rote('ting our markets 
against i-niiionsciiin|)elitioii from abroad. 
While the jiolicy of the league will be 
pacific and cimservativc, its inlliience 
will be exerted to eoniplete the Nicar- 
aguan canal with Auierii'an cajiital, 
and retain it under Americai' con- 
trol; to extend the boiuidaries 
of the repulilic to embrace adja- 
cent territory, the Hawaiian islands, and 
the islands proximate to our coast, 
whenever the people of those countries 
shall voluntarily seek incorporation with 
the Union; to restore our niercdiant 
marine to more than its ancient prestige, 
and to make the flag of the republic re- 
spected in every quarter of the globe." 



l)ut through the medium of public lec- 
tures and meetings. The committee has 
revised the constitution of the Bimetallic 
Union and enlarged its scope. The ob- 
ject of the organization, as stated in the 
revised edition of the constitution, is as 
follows : 

"To re-establish in the "United States 
the bi-metallic system of money, as it 
existed from the foundation of our gov- 
ernment down to 1873, instead of the 
present unjust standard of gold alone, 
and to preserve the regulation and con- 
trol of all currency in the hands of the 
general government, in order by these 
means to stop the continual rise in the 
value of money and falling in prices 
of property, with the consequent loss 
of employment and decline in the 
earnings to labor, and to relieve 
the unjust and unnatural advantano 
to the people of the silver-using coun- 
tries in competition with our farmers 
and manufacturers; conditions that 
must forever attend our present system 
and necessarily prevent the return of 
prosperity to our peojile." 

Any [lerson who agrees with these ob- 
jects may become a member of the union 
on payment of $1. rrovision is made for 
the establifiliment of local unions 
throuchout the country. Headquarters 
will remain iu Washington, with 
branches in Chicago and San Francisco.

MUNICIPAL ACT OF tS'.ii;. 

A comimiuicatiou in another column 
by " An IntereBted Voter" uitlls atten- 
tion to au article in the Times of Mon- 
day last, under the title o£ " Masterly 
Inactivity," and aaka for information re- 
garding the validity of the statements it 
containeil. The correspoiuleiit makes 
Bome pertinent remarks, and, as will be 
seen, has bit the mark iu suggesting that 
there is a ^ood deal more smoke thaa 
fire. The truth is that the Kamloops 
Sentinel, which furaiehed the material 
for the Times, has discovered a large- 
sized " mare'a neat." 

A concerted attempt is being made by 
a aection of the Opposil ion press to at- 
tach blame to the atlministration in re- 
spect of certain alleged defects in the 
municipal legislation passed at the last 
eession. As a matter of fact, the Muni- 
cipal Acts of 1896 were not Governuieut 
measures, and were not carried on party 
lines, baiug introduced by a private 
member and referred for consideration 
and revision to a aelect committee 
chosen on account of its skill and 
experience in municipal matters. 
A perusal of these statutes will 
convince anyone at all versed in muni- 
cipal affairs that they were carefully 
framed, with due regard to the public 
interests, and that tlie committee and 
the Legislature took every precaution to 
preserve the corporate rights of existiii": 
miKiicipalities. The only interest which 
the Government have in iiiaintaininL' 
these acta is to secure the best possible 
form of municipal government, and 
ahould it appear that amendments may 
with advantage be made, there can be no 
. doubt that the Government, v\ith the 
aid of the njembers of tlie l-ej^i slat are, 
irrespective of party adherence, will f;ive 
the matter careful attention and adopt 
without delay, any measures insuring 
desirable results. 

To fully understand the (lueBtion it 
would almost be necessary to review the 
history of municipal legislation iu this 
Province; but for present purposes it 
v.-ill probably be sutliL-iont to state that 
it wa.s deemed advisable Ijy the l.eniala- 
ture, owing to the transition state of 
municipal development in a new I'rov- 
ince, which requires continual amend- 
ments to tho act, as unforeseen exigeocies 
arise, to deal with certain matters in 
separate acts, instead of as an entire stat- 
ute consolidation. For this purpose, aa 
stated, a special committee of the House 
or coinmisoion was appointed, ol which 
Mr. Kitchen was made chairman. J"or 
the work of the Legislature i^ this re- 
spect, whether faulty or otherwise, tho 
Government, as already intimated, was 
not specially responsible. 

As a matter of fact, however, there are 
no grounds of complaint as alleged, the 
gravamen of wliich ia thus stated iu the 
Times: "Ono section of the neiv Act 
makes special provision for the constitu- 
tion of the civic government of Victoria 
and Nanaimo, and another aection takes 
care of city muuicipalitiea hereafter in 
corporated ; but no provision is made for 
the cities of Kamloops, Kaslo and Ver- 
non, which have been itlcorporateil for 
some time." 

Thehysteriaexhibited bytho KaniioopH 
Sentinel, and to some extent shared 
by the Times, arose out of a misuader- 
standing, or an inability to properly 
read the Act. Sectiona 3, 3 and 14 of 
the Municipal Clauses were considered 
without reference to sections G and 7. 
Tliere is no fonndation for the fear of 
(iisfranchiKcment of Kiuiiloops, Kaslo 
aud Vernon, which were incorporated 
under the Act o| 1892. 

By sections 6 and 7 of the Municipal 
Clauaea Act, the maintenance of existing 



corporations and the continuance of 
their corporate rights, powers and 
liabilities as vested in them by their 
letters patent are more carefully provid- 
ed for, These letters patent, in . every 
instance, define the constirutibn of the' 
Municipal Council and fix membership, 
power being given by section 15 of the 
Municipal Clauaes Act to increase the 
number by a unanimous resolution of 
tho Council, The Municipal Elections 
Act applies aa well to existing as to 
municipalitiea hereafter to be incorpor- 
ated, and not the slightest doubtor difli- 
eulty can exist in electing tho Councils 
of 1807 in the municipalities to which 
reference has been made. 

Complaint ia also made in regard to 
the disqualification of non-residents who 
were formerly permitted to vote in re- 
spect of real estate holdings. There 
would seem to be no doubt that this is a 
somewhat radical change, and in certain 
municipalitiea will lead, at tho ensuing 
elections, to some degree of incon- 
venience. On tho other hand, it may 
be depended upon to reveal a somewhat 
surprising state of aflaira in regard to 
the number of non-resident electors, and 
the complete control by them of 
municipal afTaira in certain muni- 
cipalities. Aa ono of the most 
iniportiiut factors in tho succca.'^ ol 
any system of municipal government is 
the interest in their welfare of the home 
community, and the care which will be 
given to matters intimately connected 
therewith, as distinguished from the 
maimer of dealing with outside or purely 
apecalative investments, it will bo seen 
that the question of non-resident elec- 
tors is one calling for tho most careful 
consideration, and needing ndetiuatu 
safeguards againat raah apeculation, and 
trafficking on the strength of the credit 
which has been gained for our municipal 
institutions by the financial methods of 
the older corporations. 

Undoubtedly the immediate eilect ot 
tho non-resident clause in such munici- 
])alities as North Vancouver, where there 
is only one actual reaident, was notfore- 
eeen or it might have been specially pro- 
vided against or modified, although the 
anomaly and the liability to abuse in 
the case of a municipality without resi- 
dent voters are quite apparent. . The 
onus, if anj', should attach to those 
whose residence in tlio district aflected 
should have made them acquaintetl with 
the special conditions existing there. 
Should the matter be discussed in the 
Legislature, as it undoubtedly will be, 
it will be tlio means of opening the eyes 
of the members to a state of affairs that 
really should never have been permitted 
to exist.

CHINESE HUMBUG. 

The December number ot the Con- 
temporary Keview contains a very en- 
tertaining article on Chinese Bumbug. 
The drift of the article is to make good 
the famous doctrine of Bret Harte, "For 
ways that are dark and for tricks that 
are vain tho heathen Chinee is peculiar." 
The writer, who ia E. II. Parker, takes a 
very indulgent view of the foibles of 
tho Chinese, He does not see a very 
great deal of harm in the (ricks to whicli 
they resort in order to accomplish their 
ends. "The Peckaniffian arts," ho 
says, arc carried to high perfection 
in China, as everyone who has lived in 
the uoiiiitry must well know, Chinese 
hist(3ry teonis with storiea of "blutl'" 
and (kuteption, and the successful hum- 
bugs arc nearly alv/aya held up by hia- 
toriana aa models of wiadom." 

As most of our readera know 
the Ciiine.=:e make a great ado 
when one of their number dies. 
Mr. I'ajker says "the Chinese are 
gieater humbugs in their grief than in 
any other matter, At funerals the eld- 
eat son at least ouijlit to weep at the 
nose aa well as tho eyes, and usually 
does BO, being aupported as he staggers 
along in his grief by a couple of best 
men. The concubines are in chairs, and 
keep up a prolonged howling so long as 
anyone ia in sight, chatting gaily, how- 
ever, 01- Clacking melon aeeda in the 
interval.^." 

V\'hen the \'iceroy Jwoilin died at 
Canton one of the consuls who was a 
great friend of hie, deaired to go to the 
lying-in-state, aud it was a serious 
unestion how he and his suite should 
" howl " when they got there ; however, 
the wailing was compromised for a eerioa 
of bows, When I arrived at the post a 
second time an old Chinaman was an- 
nounced and immediately began to wipe 
his eyea and sob aa soon us he 
saw me. I asked him what waa 
the matter. He aaid, "I hear that 
ono of your predecessors who waa here 
iive years ago is dead? " 1 aaid, " Yes! 
But I can't join you! it is not our 
custom to cry unless we feel like it." 
lie said: ' Oh, I beg your p(irdon,' and 
at onco became aa cheerful aa possible. 
It is a punishable offence for an official 
not to wail in proper form at court." 

The reviewer is of opinion that the 
Chinese are not consistent oven in hum- 
bug. "'It ia a reniarkabio thint:," he 
says, " that with all this deceit and cor- 
ruption there is no country where mer- 
cantile operations are more methodically 
or oven honorably carried on. Each 
trade has its craft, its obfusca- 
tiona and its dodges; but so 
long as they ar') left alone to 
manipulate this part of the business in 
their own way, tho Chineee merchants are 
eminently trustworthy, and their mere 
word is aa often as not aa good as any 
bond. It is also a very noteworthy fact, 
that, in spite of the ingenuity they ail 



BICYCLE SPEED. 

A good many stories arc told about tho 
speed with which an expert bicycler can 
get over tho ground. Itia affirmed that 
under favorable conditions ho can beat 
tho fastest race-horses, either trotters or 
runners. Of coarse many of the stories 
told must be taken with several grains ot 
allowance. Faddists of all kinds, we re- 
gret to say, are prone to exaggeration. 
Tho stories they tell, if the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth were told, 
would be materially modified. If oue 
were to assert in the presence of a num- 
ber of enthusiastic cyclers that-a trained 
rider on the bicycle can go 
for one hundred hours not quite 
four times as fast as a trained pedestrian, 
he would ho laughed to scorn. Four 
and a half rnilea an hour ia tho highest 
speed that the best pedestrians can keep 
up for any length of time. The highest 

I ecord for a pedestrian is 4:66 miles 1,320 
yards, or about three-quarters of a mile 
more, in 100 hours. The man who per- 
formed thi9 feat waa Fitzgerald, well 
known, wo presume, in sporting circles. 
The winner of tho bicycle race in Madi- 
son Square, Hale, made 1,1:01 miles in 
100 houra, this ia a fraction more than 

II miles an hour. It was confidently 
predicted that Hale would travel four 
times as fast as the best of tho pedes- 
trians. If he iiad done ao he would 
have 1,820 miles instead of 1,400. "In 
fact," the New York Times says, " the 
speed of the bicycle is to the speed of 
tho pudestrian, for long distances, much 
nearer three than tour to one." 

It will have to be admitted that the 
speed of W miles an hour, kept up for 
one hundred hours continuoualy, ia a 
really wonderful feat. Vfo wonder how 
many horses there are that can keep np 
a speed of fourteen miles an hour on any 
kind of a track under the moat favorable 
conditions. Says the Times : 

Fourteen miles an hour, then, may be 
taken as at present the highest avera;;e 
speed that can bo maintained on the bi- 
cycle, as a little over lour miles and a 
half is th<> highest that can be main- 
tained ou foot, for a perion of four days, 
with the time for i-luop and food re- 
duced to an absolute minimum. Thete 
physical needs are constant, it is true, 
while the bicycle is presumably iniprov;t- 
ble. It does not seem likely, however, 
that any very great improvement re- 
mains to be made in the elimination of 
friction. The gearing may conceivably 
be improved so as to make the machine 
cover a greater distance for each stroke. 
It is noteworthy that Hale's rivals have 
attributed his long lend to the uncom- 
monly high gear he uees. In respect to 
the physical condition of athletes at the 
end of a six-day race ttiere is probabjjy 
not much to choose.

There vraa a InrRS gathering of busi- 
ness men at the Board of Trade rooms 
yesterday at the presentation to Hon. 
Mr. Blair, minister of railways and 
canals, of an address by the J3oard of 
Trade. President D. R. ICer in wel- 
coming the minister jokingly intimated 
in alluding to the references to railway 
communication with Kootenay that the 
minister no doubt had the necessity of 
railsvay comuuiuication impressed upon 
him by his late delays on railroads on 
the United States aide.

Iar(,'e houe^es of Hpokane, hy importing the 
same kiiul of Kooil.< (lirecl hy sailing vessel 
to the Sound ports and ihenceto their city 
in bond and ileiiverinf,' from bonded 
houses direct to Kootenay points, a serums 
coimu'tition has been established through 
the advantages Spokane has in supplying 
orders in a very much shorter time than 
from here. 

This is only one illustration of how the 
coast cities are liandicapped, and the dilli- 
oulty can only be surmounted by a direct 
line of railway which wouhl bring iiotonly 
the Kootenay country in close toiudi with 
the coast cities, hut also the eipially rich 
mineral as well as agri(uiltural country 
through w hich the line would pi:ss. 

Such a line would also he the means of 
l)ringing about the erection of smelters at 
the Coast the advantages of which would 



lice. lie was the more particularly 
struck with tliis necessity when Lie was 
in Kootenay, for until he saw it for him- 
self he had no idea of the extent of its 
mineral wealth. So great was this coun- 
try, in a mineral sense, that he almost 
feared it would be hard to impress all 
the facts on the people in the East when 
he returned, if he told all that be saw. 
He had given as much time aa he could 
to the Kootenay district, and though it 
was act the best season of the 
year for visiting that country 
he had no choice in the mat- 
ter, for if he had not come now he 
would have had to postpone Ida visit to 
ne.xt sumr-ier. lie noticed that the ad- 
dress dealt with hvf^o questions — larger 
in some respects than he had expected 
would have been presented to him at 
this visit. Turning to the Crow's Nest 
Pass railway, he was free, ho said, to 
confess that he had not been aware that 
public opinion hatl matured, and, until 
he had come to the Coast, there was a 
general and well developed sentiment in 
favor of extending that line to the Coast 
and also of building the British Pacitic. 
lie was bound to say that ho had heard 
it in Ivootenay, but since he had cume 
to the Coast be had learned that there 
was a strong public 'feeling in re- 
gard to the necessity of a line 
from Kootenay to the Coast. (Ap- 
plause.) The reports in the 
press that he had expressed an opinion 
unfavorable to extending the Crow's 
Nest railway to the Coast were not ac- 
curate. The subject had not been nioot- 
etl in any of the addresses he had re- 
ceived at Xelaoii, Kaslo, ]\oaslaiid or 
other interior toun.s and ho iiiKi there- 
fore never been called upon to expreJ,'' 
an opinion on the cuhjeyt. It might 
Iu\ve been meiulonC;!, |)erliai)9, in pri- 
vate conversation but he lunl not com- 
uiitled himself in any way. lie noticed 
the address referreil to that subject in 
very strong terms and he gathered from 
it that it was the public opinion here 
that the road must be built. (Great ap- 
plause.) These opiniona were well 
worthy of consideration, but he thought 
it fair to say that t'^ough he might be 
convinced pereoni-.'.iv they mi'-'ht still 
be far from the realization of 
their ^ ho'^g_ Thev must convince 
''''^ j-'^astern public as well and 
, until this province has tilled up with

therefore must be convinced belore

conclusion. For himself, he would seek 
with what in Mm lay to reach a just and 
reasonable conclusion on the subject, 
but he could make no promises. He 
had not even said in Kootenay that the 
government would construct the Crow's 
Nest Pass railway. He could only say so 
after the governmeDt hnii decided on 
what would bo done, lie believed, liow- 
ever, that the road to the Coast would be 
built, and he believed it was a necessity 
(applause), for he believed that it would 
ware- 1 reach a jtart of the province that could 
not be reaclietl in any other manner. 
That was what convinced him that the 
road must he built in time. He had 
been convinced on his visit to Kootenay 
that by far tlie larger part of 
the territory would produce what is 
commonly known as low grade ore, and 
which, to create the results hoped for, 
must necessarily be treated at the 
lowest possible cost and with trans- 
portation furnished at a mini- 
mum of cost. lie had no preju- 
dice against any of the great railway 
companies, but he did not think that the 
true interests and welfare of the bountry 
could allow any corporation — no matter 
how great— to have control of all trans- 
1 portation interests. (.Ipplause.) He 



the end of Vancouver island. There was 
on this island as lino coal as there was 
in the world and as good minerals as 
there were on the mainland, and what 
was particularly wanted was the exten- 
sion of the E. it N. road. In speaking 
of a personal visit to the province 
as the best way of enlightening Eastern 
people he remarked that he was in fa vor 
of free passes to members of parliament, 
so iliat they could travel over the coun- 
try and see it for themselves. That was 
the very best way to get these Eastern 
men out here, for otherwise many of 
them not being men of means would be 
unable to come. (Applause.) 

Rlr. Thos. Earle, M.P., in seconding 
the vote of thanks said that while em- 
phaai/.iiig what his colleague had said, 
ho regretted that the minister's stay 
could not be longer. Ho was pleased to 
hear what Hon. .Mr. Tilair had said, for 
it showed the nunister had been greatly 
impressed with tho great future before 
Uritish Columbia. Ho only hoped the 
minister would imbue the other members 
of tho cabinet with the same view, in 
the general interests of the country 
party politics should be laid aside and 
such measures put through as would con- 
duce to the best interests of the Domin- 
ion. It was very true that they must be 
able to impress the East with the neces- 
sity for the construction of the railway 
from the coast to Kootenay, but he 
thought that parliament could be shown 
that such a line was a most pressing ne- 
cessity at the present moment. 

Mr. Win. TempleiiKin had listened 
with great iileasiiro to tho remarks of 
the minister, and though the govern- 
ment could not make direct jjroniiaes he 
was buro the minister would carry av.-av 
Will' him the idea that the Crow's Nest 
railway should bo continued to the 
coast. He w Z^ °^ opinion that the ad- 
dress" should noi l>ave been burdened 
with other railway Bciigme, as the others 
were not of so pressing a nature. It 
was not right that a roaO should 
come from the East to tap this province, 
without giving our own people a road to 
the Coast. He desired that Mr. Blair 
should carry back to (.Htawa the desire 
of the people bore that every minister 
should take the oi)portunity to visit this 
Western country. 

Dr. Milne followed speaking of tho 
necessity of the road to the Coast, say- 
ing that he and a numbcir of other gen- 
tlemen were interea'icd in having it 
built, and with very good prospects. 

The vote of thanks being carried tho 
meeting adjourned.

THE CLAIMS COMMISSION. 

.Mate Lundberg of the " Ada " Relates tlie 
Story of Her Seizure— Arrangements for 
the San Francisco Session. 

The sitting of the Behring Sea Claims 
Commission yesterday morning opened 
with the cross-examination of Captain 
William Cox by Hon. Mr. Dickinson for 
the United States. In reply to a ques 
tion as to why the Sapphire did not go 
into Behring sea in 18S8, the witness 
stated that the captain was afraid to 
enter for fear of seizure. The next year 
the vessel left the eea early because the 
Indians wanted to come home. When 
the Indians got ii notion in their heads 
money did not weigh against it in their 
opinion, and ))robably the fact of there 
being a sick man aboard was their 
reason for wanting to go home. 

Charles Lund berg, examined as to the 
Ada case, stated that he was living in 
Yokohama close to tho shipyard whore 
tho Ada and Diana were built. 

Witness was being asked as to the 
cost of the Diana, when Hon. Mr. Dick- 
inson objected to this kind of testimony, 
which, bo saiil, was only hearsay. A 
long discussion arose as tothe admissi- 
bility of such evidence, the British side 
maintaining that the United States had 
put in similar evidence, and that there- 
fore if it were admitted on one side it 
should be on the other. Finally, though 
no agreement was arrived at betwoon 
counsel, the matter was dropped. 

Witness, continuing, saitl be had 
come to Victoria in IS.ST on the Ada and 
on Juno Hi, l.SSV, tho Ada loft \'ict,oria 
on a cruise to Behring sea, witness be- 
ing mate on board. The siiioouor was 
seized in liehring sea on August 25 by 
tho U. S. revenue cutter Bear and taken 
to Ounalaska ami afterwards toSitka. At 
Sitka, the (^ajitain wasallowed to go ashore 
but the witness and thecrew were order- 
ed to stay abotird, and were kept there 
foi- four or live days. They were then 
liberated and told they might go, but 
had no money to leave. Finally the 
Itiish brought them away about the end 
of September. There were 1,,H7U skins 
on Iward the schooner when seized, and 
he believed that 1,000 more would have 
been tttkeii before the season was over 
had the vesp(d not been seized. 

Ca|)tain Clarence Cox and Cajitain 
( I'Loary wer(! on the stand (luring tho 
afternoon giving evidence principally as 
to seal cattdies, and the distributioii of 
tho seal in Behring sea, along the same 
linos as other witnesses for the British 
side. .lust before adjournment Hon. 
Mr. Blair and Col. Domville, M.P., visit- 
ed ttie commission for a few minutes. 

San Fu.^.vcisco, Dec. 18.— The Behririg 
Sea Commissioners, who are now in ses- 
sion ttt Victoria, will come to San Fran- 
cisco at the conclusion of their labors to 
continue their iiuiuiry at this jiort. 
1' nited States Attoriiev-( io neral I niriiion 
has written to l.'nited States District At- 
torney l'"oote asking him to secure ac- 
commodation for the commission. Mr, 
Koote has arranged to have the rooms of 
tho United Slates Circuit Court of Ap- 
peal set aside f(jr their use up to l<'obru- 
arv 1, at which lime the court will con- 
vene. The commission will probably 
need longer time and other arrangements 
will bo made for the continuance of the 
session.

HOW DID MACEO DIB ? 

still Anotber Story as to tbe Circumstance!, 
and Manner of His Taking OfT. 

CufCuratATi, Dec. 18. — A special to Ibe 
Commercial Tribune from Key AVest, 
I'la., says: Passengera by lo-nislit'a 
stoiimer from Havana state tliat rumors 
o£ ligliting near the troclia were rife in 
Havana. Tbe movementa of troops In 
the streets were more freq^uent than 
usual, indicating important operations 
under way. 

The reports in Havana that ISIaceo is 
not dead have bewilciered tlio people, 
All the newspapers state that this matter 
must be shifted out and settled at once. 
They rail upon the officials to have 
Maceo's and young Gomez' bodies ex- 
humed and brouirht into the city for 
ideutilieation. All the papers eay that 
tiie present seusatioual accountB and 
rumors injure the Spanish cause. Oubane 
are still divided in opinion, though the 
general beliei is that Blaceo is dead. 

^rhe reports from Matan^as cannot bo 
explained except upon the theory that 
8ome of Macao's old army under ttie 
command of Iliiis Jtevera is operating 
there, and then it is wondered why ho is 
so far eastward. 

Havana, via Key \\'est, Dec. IT. — 
From aiiiont; those who look part in tlie 
killing of Antonio Maceo it ia learned 
that, after croggiiitj; the trocha by land, 
he ami his stall' L-ncaiuputl in the hills, 
and expu(;ting the arrival of Cuban rein- 
forceuieiits under Brit;adier-C;eneriil 
Sanclie/, ami othura were ordered by 
(.ieneral Atrnirro to receive an escort of 
i\ noted I'inar del liio chieftain to 
the oast. Mujor Ciniejeda was ig- 
norant 01 Maceo's presence in the dis- 
trict, believini; him to be still west of 
the trocha, lint learning that a Spanish 
fort iu .San I'edro had been fired upon 
that morning by the insurgents, be 
started out on a reconnoitering tour, ac- 
companied by a force of guerillar. The 
latter men were dressed very eind°;ir to 
the insurgents and marched in liio v;ui- 
guaril of the Spuniali cohiinii. Mistak- 
ing the.se for iSanchcz' vanguard, Maouo, 
surrounded by the luenibers of his stall' 
and a handful of followers, advanced 
with all conlidence to meet tlieir friends 
when the guerillas received them with a 
volley- 

iVlaceo fell at the first tire, and the 
men, teu)])orarily disconcerted with sur- 
prise, retiicd by ilanks. Voung Gomez 
though lie had been previously wounded 
at the trocba, and still had his arm in a 
sling,. assisted as the engagement became 
general, dragging his chief to a place of 
temporary safety on the grass and re- 
mained by hia side until realizing that 
they had been abandoned, Gromez wrote 
a note to bis parents, which has been al- 
ready publisheJ. Then hecommitted sui- 
cide by shooting himself with a revolver. 
After tbe fight the Spanish scout San- 
tana, accompanied by the San Quentiu 
battalion, while reconnoiteringtbe field in 
quest of documents and other objects of 
importance or value, ran upon ihe body 
of Maceo, who was still alive. As the 
bugler pulled a ring from bis linger, 
Maceo asked in an agonized tone if they 
were .Sjianiards or Cubans. " .Spaniards," 
sail! the buglar, and as he raised his 
machete, tbe dying chief said: "f die 
lor Cuba and independence." As tbe 
knife came down almost severing tbe 
victim's head from his body, the acout, 
interposing, remarked, " This man re- 
sembles ilaceo." "Impossible," re- 
sponded the bugler, " Maceo is in Pinar 
del Rio.-' The scout insisted at least 
that It was a chief of some importance, 
and tying the body by the feet to his 
horse's tail, proceeded to ward camp. 

In the meantime the insurgents, learn- 
ing that their chief's body was in Span- 
ish hands, rallied and made a new at- 
tack and succeeded in recovering the 
body. The full statement of Dr. Zer- 
tticlie has been allowed to be telegraph- 
ed even to j\Iadrid. ft developes that 
Maceo left Kivera in charge in IMiiar del 
Rio and Havana provinces with the ob- 
ject of assisting in carrying out the plans 
of Ciomez for the reorganization 
of the forces in the central pro- 
vinces and form an army of 10,- 
000 t.i L'0,000 men and' prepare 
for a final and decisive blow intended to 
end tbe war. It is alleged that Maceo 
considered the trocba a good thin^ for 
tbe insurgents, and that it would mdi- 
rectlv be an aid in carrying out Gomez's 
plans. Gomez complimented Maceo 
upon the manner in which bia organiza- 
tion in I'inar del Rio has been efl'ected 
by the orgaiii/.iition of battalions and 
regiments, the distributions of arms by 
Zones, putting on a war footing I'J.OdO 
men, eatablishins,' sliopa, salt works 
and hospitals, and keeping up the 
comniiinication Irc(ineiitiy liy small 
boats to the Florida coast. Dr. 
Zertiitlie haa again been arrested.

Feeling in Trade Circles Hopeful and Buoy- 
ant— The Great Business Improve- 
ment on the Way. 

In liiH Wall street cireiilar (luted New 
York, Dec. IL', Henry Clewd Siiy3 : I)nr- 
ini; the week the course of atliiira in the 
investment inarketa lias been BOinewhat 
irref;nlar, tliougl^ preponderantli' steady 
to strong. Amon^ would-be buyers 
there is naturally a disposition to use 
the inactivity incident to tbe close of the 
year for depressing prices. The feeling 
aniong railroad managers ia one of mneti 
conlidence in an increase of business, 
wliicli is evitlenced liy their generally en- 
largcil order.'j for rails and for replenish- 
ments of rolling- stock. 

Although the openinft of congress Iiaa 
e-xcited considerable interest iu Wall 
street, it can hardly bo said to have had 
any disturbing ell'ect. The President's 
inessugo was, u])on the whole, well re- 
ceived. There can bo no doubt that tbe 
past uncertainty as to the disposition of 
the administnttion on the Cuban tjues- 
tion haa in some measure held in check 
ttie current of prosperity which set 
in after the election. Tho feeling in 
trade circles continues buoyant and 
hopeful. Here and there, however, the 
question is asked — where ia the great 
iDiprovement in business that was prom- 
ised aa the conaeqnence of Mr. McKin- 
luy' 8 election? The answer is that it is 
on its way, and will pnt in its appear- 
ance so soon aa the march of tne seaaons 
permits. 

Our capitalists are to-day holding some 
twenty to twenty-five millions of export 
bills, which, hatl they gone forward after 
the usual course, would have created 
virtual panic in Kurope by bringing 
hither an eqnal amount of gold. By thus 
virtually lemling a large amount of gold 
to the European banks we ure saving them 
from threatened difficulties. Contrast 
this condition of financial resource with 
the condition of affairs in AVall street up 
to the election, and some estimate may 
be formed of the extent of the recovery 
of financial confidence aineeNoveinber3. 
A little reasonable patience will, later 
bring still further evidences of the great 
revival consequent upon the defeat of 
free coinage. 

The easier tendency in the London 
money market is an encouraging syinp- 
loin, the market rate being now 1 per 
tent, below the bank rate. I'liia change 
has stopped the lucal denumd for 
L'xiiort billg for hoarding, with 
the effect of weakening the nuirket 
for sterling billa. As, however, reniit- 
tancea will now have to be made for in- 
terest ])aymenta to foreign invedtors, the 
reduced quotations for bills of exchange 
are not calculated to cause a revival of 
gold imports.

ly for Gen. Weyler. Gen. Canovas and 
the ministry of war were so indignant 
when they heard Gen. Maceo had crossed 
tbe trocba and entered Havana prov- 
ince by land that they determined to re- 
call tien.

An Everlasting' Shipper— Peculiar- 
ity of Ores — Proposetl Smelter 
—Around Midway. 



Gi!.\Nn Fouics, Dec. 13. — Before en- 
taring upon details regarding the Kettle 
River, Boundary Creek and North Fork 
districts it will bo necoasary to delino 
the dillerencB between it and what is 
generally known as the Yale mining 
division of BritlBh Columbia. From the 
Columbia river west to the Okanagan 
country, covering a distance of over one 
hundred miles, is what is known as the 
Kettle river country, Thia district 
covers an are.a of over three hundred 
miles equare, and is properly known as 
Yalo mining division, and under that 
jurisdiction all records and legal tranS- 
(lytigns nry directed, with Midway ft8 the 
government headiiuurtere. Icc'Aialve of 
thia area are three distinct districts, 
known as Kettle Kiver, Boundary Creek 
and the North Fork. If we are to in- 
clude American interests in this zone or 
mineral belt, extending westward from 
Kosaland to the Okanagan section, tlierc 
ia a portion of the Colville reservation 
that ia inevitably tributary to this trade 
])oint, and which in fact and reality is 
naturally a part of the Kettle River uia- 
trict. 

From tliis source of description Grand 
Forks is beyond a doubt the central 
point and buainusa centre of the country, 
and from here we must draw the mag- 
netical lint;. All business connected 
with commercial, mining and jirovin- 
cial interests naturally centre at tirand 
Forks, simply because it ia the inlet and 
outlet of the country, and cannot he 
avoided. 

When railway facilities are provided, 
furnishing the country with an outlet 
tlirougli different clianiiela of trade in- 
toresls from the Coast, as well as the 
Eaat and over the boundary line and ni- 
to the States, Grand Forks will still re- 
main the junction and natural distribut- 
ing point to all districts in the mining 
territory covered by what is known as 
Yale mining division. 

Included in this topographical circle 
are uumeroua mining localities known 
as camps, which for convenience and 
designation jilacea the diU'erent promin- 
ent mines in their res])eclive eubdivis- 
ions. For instance, the North Fork 
country is divided up into what ia desig- 
nated as Pass Creek camp, in which are 
located the tiarnet mountain posses- 
sions; Brown's creek and Brown's camp, 
in which are situated the famous ^'ol- 
canic and Pathfinder properties ; Knight's 
camp, in which are the interests of the 
Bonanza company's mines on Bonanza 
mountain; Clark's camp, in which is 
located the Seattle property, one of the 
richest mines in the country ; Fisher- 
man creek, where the R. Bell property, 
owned by Suit Lake, Utah, jiarties is be- 
ing worked with promising results; 
Hardy mountain, with tiiree score ol 
valuable properties, and Observation 
mountain, at the very threshold of 
Grand Forks, upon which is located the 
Bonita, Grey Fagle, Grand Forks, Ob 
servation antl a dozen other valuable 
properties. All the above named prop 
erties are being worked and have a most 
promising showing. In fact, in all di- 
rections from Grand Forks can be found 
mining interests, and ten per cent, of 
them lire being developed. 

Two months ago— it was not a common 
thing, so I am informed — but that re 
aouniling blasts from the hillaidea sur- 
rounding the town could be heard at any 
time during the diiy, and outlilting par- 
ties could Ixj Been going in all directiona 
to the diU'erent mining camps.

Boundary creek, like the North Fork, 
is one of the main tributaries of the 
Kettle river. The district is distant 
twenty milea west of tirand Forks, wher 
the young and jiro.^pcrous mining 
town of Greimwooil ia siluatcd. Be 
twecn hero and (ireciiwooil are the 
prosperous camps ol W'elliiigloii in which 
is located the \\'iniiegcg and Wellington 
niiiics, liotli faiimuB for their large bodies 
of (ire and their values in gold and 
copjier; Wliite'a camp, whore there is 
now being extensively developed the 
City of Paris and Lincoln ndnea by Mr. 
A. (i. llennage, who represents English 
capital ; ( ireenwooil camp, in which is 
located the Snowshoe property, was ex 
tenaivcly developed during the past 
season by Colonei George Turner, a 'Van- 
couver gentleman of ii^eans and raining 
experience; Long lake caini) is at the 
lic'iul of Paaa creek, but on iiccouiit,of its 
nuiKdcness and lioint; distant froin any 
of the mining campa, there ia no work 
being done there thia winter. 

To the woatof lioiindary creiik tire the 
promising camjia of Deiidwnod, Coi)per, 
Kinilierly and Dillon. Jii Deadwood ia 
located the famous Mother Lode, Sunset

and Morrison claims, now being exten- 
sively developed.by a svndicate of New 
York and BufTiilo capitalists. In Copper 
ctiinp IS tlie famous "Big Copper nrojier- 
ty, which has a well detined vein of red 
oxides of copper and copper glance, the 
width of which is estimated to be from 
150 to liOO feet wide and exposed along 
the vein for a distance of 2,000 feet. The 
same showing is also made in the mines 
of Deadw(^od, Kimberly and Greenwood 
camps. 

Midway is situated nine miles south of 
Greenwood caini) at the junction of 
Boundary creek with the Kettle river. 
All business connected with the govern 
ment for this entire section is transacted 
there, and in a measure places people on 
this aide of the range to a great disad 
vantage, especially at this time of the 
year. An ell'ort is being made, however, 
to divide up the district and make Grand 
Forks the official point of the eastern 
part of the district, a move that seems 
to be favored by parties on both sides of 
the range. 

A number ' of newspaper writers re- 
peatedly compare the mineral showing 
of this codutry with that of liossland, 
when in reality there is a vast difference. 
In one sense of the metallurgical term 
they lire identical as a class of sulphide 
ores, but in reality there is a vast differ- 
ence. In the first place the oreeof lioaa- 
land are not as freemilling Ov H^^^ amelt- 
iag process as the oro^ 01 this'oountry. 
Vm example we will take the A''olcanic 
or Seattle mines, up the North Fork. 
The ores from these propertiesare decid- 
edly free milling, from the fact that 
they carry in substance all the required 
lluxes, in the way of iron chlorides, sul- 
phur, arsenical iron and silicates. There 
are no exceptions to thia rule anywhere 
in the country, in fact there are no re- 
fractory ores in the country. They are 
a purely auliihide ore, averairing on the 
surface from ^5 to $10 in gold, from -l to 
12 per cent. co{)per, and from ^\ to $10 
in silver. Galena, or local ores, are ael 
nom found anywhere in the country. 

There are very few exceptions where 
the veins crop out on the surface. They 
are cos'ered over by an iron capping 
from one to ten feet in depth, apparent- 
ly like a slab of rock thrown over a solid 
formation. There are very few oxcep 
tions where an iron cap does not lead to 
mineral, and in many instances up the 
North Fork the formation is exclusively 
an iron cap, and with very little depth 
mineral is found, and olten where there 
are no signs of a vein or walla to a vein. 
Moat of the country on Pass Creek may 
bo termed a mineral farm, because 
the entire formation ia thoroughly min 
eralized. The character of the form 
atlon generally is diorite and plioiihyry, 
and the contract is a dolomite lime, 
micacious granite and some quartzite. 
The large mineral deposits, such as the 
Volcanic, Pathfinder and most of the 
Greenwood camp mines have no regular 
walls, hut seem to be immense chimneys 
or deposits. The Seattle, which is 
considered to be one of the best and 
most promising mines in the country, is 
a genuine true fissure, averaging from 
80 to 100 feet in width. The ore ia 
genuine sulphide, and in reality the 
only mine in the countrj' that product: 
ore similar to that of the l.e Koi and 
War Fagle, of Boaaland. The values 
contained in the ore from the Seattle are 
rather high grade, eapecially in copper 
and gold, and it is in every sense a free 
smelting ore. 

The Volcanic property ia the great 
attraction of this country, and as yet we 
have the first practical and experienced 
mining man to pass an opinion on the 
property. A description of it in plain 
facts seems unreasonable, and one can- 
not describe it without being accused of 
exaggeration. The mineral showing on 
V'olcanic mountain is conservatively es- 
timated to be from 1,000 to 1,200 
feet in width and from 3,500 to 
•1,000 feet in length. This looks un- 
reasonable to the writer, but it ia a fact.

With the advent of a railroad into this 
counlry and a market for the produ(;t o! 
th(! mines, there ia no telling how the 
BritiHh Columbia country will terminate 
as an ore ))roducer and everlasting 
shiiiper of the precious metals.

The Murder of Maceo Will Fertil 
i/,e the Idea of Cuban 
Liberty. 



Empliatle Motion to Be Reported 
to the Senate on Cnban In- 
dependence. 



I'.Mtis, Dec. IS, — A mrnifesto was pub- 
lished to-day from the French commit- 
tee to free Cuba, addressed to Cubans, 
aud accusing the Spanish government 
of the murder of Maceo, " whoso blood," 
it aays, " will fertilize the idea of Cuban 
liberty." It assures the insurgents of 
the sympathy of the grandsons of the 
French revolutionists, " who proclaimed 
the lights of man." M. M. Rochefort, 
Clovis, Hughes and Ernest Roche are 
among the signers, 

Wasiiinqton, Deo. 18.— After listening 
to the senate committee on foreign re- 
latione for a lone time this morning the 
coniniittee agreed to report the Cameron 
resolution. 11 is clearly underatood that 
the tendency of the secretary's^ advice 
was against precipitate action by 
the committee but advocates the 
Cameron resolution. The Cameron reao- 
lution follows: "Resolved; by the 
senate and house of vepiesentativea of 
the United Ktatea of America in congress 
assembled, that the independence of the 
republic in Cuba be and the same is 
hereby acknowledged by the United 
States of America. Section 2. ; The Uni- 
ted States should use her friendly offices 
with the government of Spain to bring 
to a close the war between Spain and 
Cuba." 

The committee changed the Cameron 
resolution so as to make it read more 
emphatic. The title was changed to 
read : " Joint resolution acknowleilging 
the independence of the Republic of 
Cuba," instead of " The United States 
should uae her friendly oflices," thecom- 
mittee made it read: " The United 
Slates will" do so. Secretary 
Olney it is claimed by members 
of the committe who favored ac- 
tion in Cuba, did not have any new 
information to present, and they say the 
committee know as much about the con- 
dition of affairs in Cuba as ia known by 
the state department. Secretary Olney 
urged that no action be taken at present 
ana pointed out that there was no real 
government to recognize. The agree-' 



ment to report the Cameron resolution' 
was reached immediately after i\Ir. Ol- 
ney left the committee room, at a (juar- 
ter past twelve o'clock and was arrived 
at without division or an expressed dif- 
ference of opinion. The only division 
wi"? as to the time the resolution aliould 
be reported to the eeniito. Senator Cam- 
eron moved that they report Monday 
next. Senator Sherman auggested thafc. 
the report should not be put until after 
the holidays. When the question was- 
put to the committee the Cameron mo- 
tion prevailed by a large majority. 

The Senate passed the immigration 
bill yesterday with a new section- pro- 
viding that the esclusion shall not apply 
to persons arriving from Cuba during 
the continaance of the present disorders, 

FITZSI.y.MONS AND SHARKEY. 

Proceedings to Recover the Purse Quashed, 
Prize Fighters Haying No Legal 
Standing. 

S.\N Fhancisco, Dec. 18.— The fight 
between Sharkey and Fitzsimmons for 
possession of the $10,000 purse was con- 
cluded yesterday, vvhen Judge Sander- 
son, of the Superior court, dissolved the 
injunction restraining the Anglo-Cali- 
fornia bank from cashing the check. 
Counsel for Sharkey called the attention 
of the court to the state law 
forljidding prize fighting, between which 
"and a glove conteat," he maintained 
there was no difl'erence, and he therefore 
argued tliat a case involving the possea- 
sion of the purse for prize lighting had 
no standing in court. The judge con- 
curred in this view and aaid he would 
have terminated the proceedings earlier 
had that point been called to his judicial 
attention. The order to dissolve the in- 
junction 'will be granted and the com- 
plaint be striclien from the flies.
